COOPER) HAS BEEN NAMED. 

2. SUMMER NIV RUSH HAS ALREADY BEGUN AT KINGSTON. MARCH 
1976 ISSUANCES EXCEEDED MARCH 1975 ISSUANCES BY SIXTH 
FOUR PERCENT. ACTUAL FIGURE WAS 4,170. EVERY RECENT 
MONTH HAS SEEN ALL-TIME HIGH NUMBER OF NIV ISSUANCES FOR 
SUCH PERIOD. BY EXTRAPOLATION, EMBASSY EXPECTS TO ISSUE
